Teachers 
The present year opened with two changes in 
the teaching corps. Mrs. Nellie Rogers took over the 
work of the Primary room at the Hill and Mrs. Shir- 
ley Ingerson the upper grades at the Meadows. Both 
of these teachers are Normal graduates and have 
had previous successful experience. 
Up to Feb. 1st, your Superintendent has made 
101 visits to the various schools of the town. The 
work of different classes has been inspected and 
Standardized Tests have been given. While this re- 
port covers only one-half of the actual school year, I 
would say that in general the work of the schools is 
going well. 
Health 
The annual physical examination has been given 
as usual by the School Physician. At present a 
school nurse hired in part by C. W. A. funds is con- 
ducting a dental clinic among the school children. 
This is a very much worth while work. 
| Finances 
The School Board and Superintendent have 
carefully estimated the expense of running the 
schools for another year and their estimate will be 
found in another part of your school report.
